Prosecutors said the scam 
could have cost Grundon 
more than £60,000, but the 
provable loss was £7,729. 

The pair received about £10 
a time from drivers from 
three skip companies — 
Banbury Mini Skips, ACH in 
Middleton Cheney and 
Village Skips in Daventry, 
Oxford Crown Court heard 
on Friday. 

Horne, 26, admitted three 
counts of fraud and Lewen, 

46, five counts. 

Deirdre Philpott, 
prosecuting, said the duo 
would manually alter vehicle 
weights, not weigh them at 
all or incorrectly record the 
type of waste being 
deposited. 

She said: “The recipients of 
these benefits were three 
skip-hire companies — 

Village Skips, ACH and 
Banbury Mini Skips. All of 
these being small operators 
who seem to have had an 
ongoing arrangement with 
the defendants.” 


In his police interview, 
Lewen, of Glebe Rise, 
Banbury, said he made about 
£5,000 from the scam at about 
£10 a load. 

Terence Woods, defending 
Lewen, said: “This practice 
was in operation before he 
ever became involved in it 
and others were involved as 
well but he and Horne are 
the fall guys.” 

James Reilly, defending 
Horne, claimed site manager 
Peter Blackwell, who was 
jailed in February 2010 for 
sexually assaulting a 14-year- 
old girl, received all the 
money handed to his client. 

Horne, of Valley Road, 
Banbury, “pleaded guilty on 
the basis he made no benefit 
and was put up to it by Mr 
Blackwell”, Mr Reilly said. 

Recorder Richard Hamlin, 
who rejected Horne’s 
mitigation, said: “It seems to 
me highly unlikely Grundon 
could have lost less than 
£ 20 , 000 .” 

Both men were given 
sentences of nine months in 
jail, suspended for two years, 
and ordered to carry out 250 


hours’ unpaid work. A 
spokesman for Banbury Mini 
Skips, which has taken over 
ACH, said: “I’ve got nothing 
to say.” 

When asked whether he 


denied his drivers were 
making cash payments to be 
underweighed, he added: “No 
idea what they were up to.” 

The couple running Village 
Skips said they had retired.

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Mixed reaction over plans to build new superstore 



PLANS to build a large 
Sainsbury’s superstore in 
Chipping Norton will be 
discussed later this week. 

The retail giant hopes to 
create some 200 jobs at a 
new store, which would be 
built on a vacant lot in 
London Road. 

Sainsbury’s said the store 
would stop local shoppers 
travelling to Banbury, Witney 
and Stow-on-the-Wold to do 
their main food shop. 

But the plans have 
received a mixed reaction in 
the town, with some saying 
it could “kill” the town 
centre. 

Sainsbury’s is to hold a 
public meeting to discuss 
the plans at the Town Hall 
tomorrow, between 2pm and 
8pm, and on Saturday, 
between 10am and 4pm. 

Andrew Sanderson, 
Sainsbury’s regional 
development executive, said 
“We are excited at the 


prospect of investing in a 
new main food store in 
Chipping Norton. It would 
provide more choice locally 
for residents. 

“The proposals would 
create a modern, high 
quality Sainsbury’s store and 
help to keep shoppers in 
Chipping Norton.” 

He said a 2009 
Sainsbury’s survey showed 
that a “significant 
proportion” of local people 
went elsewhere to do their 
food shopping, proving 
there was a need. 

But Lee Brain, manager of 
independent Market Street 
butcher Beadle’s Butchers, 
said: “It’s going to kill the 
town. 

“It’s on the outskirts and 
people will drive there and 
won’t bother coming in to 
the town. 

“I think we’ve got enough 
supermarkets in the town 
already.” 


Chipping Norton currently 
has a small Sainbury’s in 
Market Place - which would 
remain open if the new store 
is built - and a Co-op in 
High Street. 

James Kitcher, owner of 
Cotswold Lettings, in Middle 
Row, said: “Most of the 
people are fairly positive 


about it. There isn’t a great 
retail choice here, so many 
people are keen to see it 
succeed. 

“Personally, I think it’s 
good to see investment 
coming in. It would bring 
jobs and encourage more 
people to live here.” 

Chipping Norton mayor 


Chris Butterworth said: “If it 
brings people in to the town, 
that will be good. 

“But if it’s up there, with a 
large car park, people will 
not necessarily move down 
into Chippy once they’ve 
done their shopping.” 

Sainsbury’s said the new 
store would focus on food. 
The current design sees the 
store being built using 
“traditional stone” and 
renders, “typical of buildings 
in the Cotswolds”. 

It would contain energy¬ 
saving devices, including a 
system which will reuse rain 
water to flush toilets and a 
system to reuse cold air 
from chillers to cool other 
parts of the store. 

The proposed five-acre 
site was previously used for 
furniture manufacturing. It 
has been vacant since 2004.

MOTORHOMES, worth about £300,000, have been destroyed in a 
suspected arson attack on a family-run business. 

Seven vehicles were completely burned out and a further five 
suffered heat damage after a large blaze at Elite Motorhomes, 
Thorpe Road, Middleton Cheney. 

The fire started in the sales yard about 11.40pm on Tuesday 
night. Fire crews from Banbury, Hook Norton and 
Northamptonshire, managed to stop it spreading to other 
motorhomes and a nearby petrol station. 

A police forensic team and fire service dogs sifted through the 
ruins last Wednesday and found a hole in the fence surrounding 
the sales yard. 

Director Paul Maynard said a neighbour had spotted the fire. 

He said: “We do not really know what happened. The Fire 
Service found a hole in the fence and it looks fairly new, so they 
could have come through there. No-one is saying yet if it was 
sparked by vandals. 

“It is horrible someone could do that. It is devastating, but what 
can you do? There is no point crying about it. It is awful, but we 
are insured.” 

About 30 different people called the fire service after spotting 
plumes of smoke coming from the site. 

Station manager Mark Ames said the 
major concern was that the fire was 
spreading from caravan to caravan and 
could have reached the petrol station 
forecourt. 

Mr Maynard said about 70 
motorhomes were usually in the sales 
yard, but luckily 20 had been taken to 
the Stratford Motorhome Show - or the 
damage could have been far more severe. 

He said: “They could have all been 
parked next to each other, and it could 
have quickly spread around the yard and 
the petrol station may have gone up.” 

The damage was restricted to one part 
of the sales yard, which meant the 
family-run business managed to open 
the next morning. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
indication is this is a suspicious fire and 
we will investigate.”

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Appeal for Adderbury Lakes gets giant boost from waste organisation

A CONSERVATION project in 
Adderbury has been given a £50,000 
boost thanks to a waste firm. 

Last November, villagers 
launched a £70,000 appeal to 
restore and de-silt the 18th century 
Adderbury Lakes, believed to have 
been first designed by the 
renowned gardener Capability 
Brown or one of his students. 

Public donations and cash from 
Adderbury Parish Council totalled 
£8,000, but the project was given a 
massive £50,000 boost from the 
Viridor Credits scheme. 

The lakes are in a poor state 
after years of accumulated silt. 

Now residents will make a final

push to raise the last £12,000 to 
complete the project and are 
appealing for donations. 

Project leader Mike Dolamore, 
also a parish councillor, said: “We 
are keen to restore the lakes in the 
most eco-friendly way we can. 

“We are eco-dredging the lakes. 
We are not taking any of the silt off 
site — instead using it to create 
new wetland and meadow areas to 
help improve the wildlife. 

“In addition, we are improving 
pathways with existing timber. 

“The whole project is costing 


around £70,000 and we were 
thrilled to receive such a generous 
donation from Viridor Credits.” 

More than 3,000 people visit the 
lakes each year, including school 
children to fish or learn about the 
local wildlife. 

The cash from Viridor Credits 
Environmental Company will pave 
the way for work to start to restore 


the lakes to their former glory. 

Lisa Nelson is general manager 
of Viridor Credits, an independent, 
not-for-profit organisation which 
supports projects from the Landfill 
Communities Fund. 

She said: “We’re proud to be 
celebrating our tenth anniversary 
this year. The Adderbury Lakes, 
Wittenham Wetlands and St 


Nicholas Church are all perfect 
examples of how LCF monies can 
be used to help local community 
projects. 

“We are always looking for new 
applications and look forward to 
hearing from groups and projects 
that may be eligible.”

Report highlights 
empty care beds 


A THIRD of the beds in some of 
Oxfordshire’s largest care homes 
are lying empty, a patient 
watchdog report has claimed. 

But suggestions it could hold 
the key to solving the county’s 
hospital bed-blocking crisis have 
been denied by Oxfordshire 
County Council. The Oxfordshire 
Link patient group carried out a 
survey of 36 of the county’s 142 
care homes. 

The report noted, over a four- 
month period, more than 100 beds 


were standing empty. It labelled 
the figure “gravely disconcerting”. 

The report added: “Some of 
both the medium-sized homes and 
the larger ones could have a third 
of their beds unoccupied. 

“Occasionally the cause is given 
as building work, and a couple of 
homes are too new to be fully 
established. But more often it is 
stated, or implied, that the cost of 
the room may be an issue, 
particularly if county council 
funding is involved. 


“Attention is drawn in one report 
to the coincidence of empty beds 
and reported bed-blocking at the 
Horton. 

“What managers do make plain 
is that the rates of local authority 
reimbursement are a factor in the 
number of beds left empty.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Delayed transfers are not 
just down to people waiting for 
care home placements to become 
available. Currently, only a fraction 
of delays are because of this.”

Man who preyed on the elderly, frail and vulnerable 


Prison term for the 
‘parasitic criminal’ 


A “PARASITIC criminal” defrauded 
an 83-year-old Parkinson’s sufferer 
out of thousands of pounds and 
even stole cash from his own elderly 
relative. 

Matthew Pratley “deliberately 
targeted elderly, frail and 
vulnerable people” as he took about 
£7,000 from a retired Oxford 
University academic and then 
burgled his 84-year-old great aunt. 

The 38-year-old was jailed for 
three-and-a-half years at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday after earlier 
admitting fraud, theft and burglary. 

Pratley, of Chipping Norton, 
began work as an odd-job man at 
the home of Dr Francis Marriott in 
late 2009. 

Recorder Richard Hamlin said 
that in December of that year he 
told Dr Marriott “a bald lie”, 
claiming his girlfriend was ill and 
that he needed money to take her to 
hospital by taxi. 

Dr Marriott, who was diagnosed 
with Parkinson’s two years ago,

handed over his debit card and PIN. 
Between that date and its eventual 
blockage by his bank on January 18, 
Pratley used the bank card to 
unlawfully withdraw what the judge 
determined to be up to £7,500. 

Pratley, who was a drug addict at 
the time, told police that his victim 
would let him use the card to pay 
for legitimate maintenance work 
and for the purchase of food, but the 
defendant admitted to withdrawing 
much larger amounts than Dr 
Marriott sanctioned. 

When the card was blocked, 
Pratley went round to the 83-year- 
old’s house on January 23, 2010, and 
demanded a loan of £50 before he 
was scared off by neighbours. 

Recorder Hamlin praised the 
“public-spirited” work of 
neighbours Ron and Hilda Cook in 
raising the alarm and calling police. 

Having been arrested and bailed,

Pratley then burgled £260 in cash 
from his great aunt Peg Clarke’s 
house in Chipping Norton on 
February 17. 


Pratley distracted the 84-year-old 
while his accomplice, Gemma 
Boswell, plucked the money from 
her handbag. Boswell was jailed for 
two years at an earlier hearing. 

Joanne Sear, defending, said her 
client, who has 15 previous 
convictions including illegally using 
a bank card to withdraw £2,000, 

“had been a drug user for some 20 
years and a heroin addict for 18 
years”. 

She said he had just completed 
the first six months of a year-long 
rehabilitation course and had 
stopped using drugs. 

Recorder Hamlin said: “These are 
mean offences, carried out against 
the frail and elderly. They cause 
great distress.” 

Outside court, PC Wayne Harvey 
said: “I’m delighted with the 
outcome. Eighteen months’ hard 
work has put someone inside who is 
a mean-spirited, parasitic criminal, 
who deliberately targeted elderly, 
frail and vulnerable people.”

Agency GPs earn up to £1,200 a day 


Shock at cost 
of stand-in 
doctors 


LOCUM doctors are earning up 
to £1,200 a day working Bank 
Holiday shifts in Oxfordshire, it 
has been revealed. 

The medics are being paid £100 
an hour to cover at surgeries 
across the county when other 
doctors are off duty. 

The NHS trust, which organis¬ 
es locum doctors, said it “did not 
have any involvement” in private 
agency pay agreements. 

A spokesman for campaign 
group the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
said the rate was too high. 

Merco - NHS Oxford Health’s 
“preferred provider”- is current¬ 
ly advertising for locums in the 
county. 

The online advert says: 
“Locum GPs, in Oxfordshire - 
Earn up to £1,200 per day. Bank 
Holiday shifts now available!” 

It adds that the salary is “up to 
£100 per hour”. 

Merco sales director Anita van 
Heerden confirmed locum GPs in 
the county are paid £100 an hour. 

She said: “Our locum doctors 
are paid that rate on Bank 
Holidays, which applies to

Oxfordshire and the other coun¬ 
ties we operate in. 

“It is standard practice. The 
higher rate of pay takes in the 
fact that these shifts are available 
on Bank Holidays.” 

NHS Oxford Health is commis¬ 
sioned to provide the service by 
NHS Oxfordshire. 

Locums are brought in to com¬ 
plement local GPs because 
demand rises on Bank Holidays. 

NHS Oxford Health washed its 
hands of involvement with pay 
negotiations. 

Spokeswoman Alison Neary 
said: “Merco is a preferred 
provider of locum GPs for 
Oxfordshire. 

“Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust usually pay 
locum GPs approximately £80 
per hour, in accordance with 
usual NHS rates of pay. 

“On occasion, for short-term 
requirements which help to 
maintain our high quality 


patient care, we engage locum 
GPs from external agencies. 

“In such cases, as with any 
agency arrangement, we are 
charged directly by the agency. 

“In these circumstances, the 
actual rate paid is an agreement 
made between the individual 
doctor and the agency con¬ 
cerned. 

“Oxford Health NHS FT does 
not have any involvement in 
these discussions or arrange¬ 
ments.” 

Emma Boon, campaigns direc¬ 
tor for the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “Doctors work hard and 
deserve to be well remunerated 
for what they do, but it looks like 
agency staff are cashing in on 
certain NHS trusts being disor¬ 
ganised. 

“With proper management of 
staff time and shifts, there 
should almost never be a need to 
resort to using very expensive 
locums on Bank Holidays. 

“With huge pressures on 
healthcare costs, expenditure on 
agency staff must be kept under 
control.” 


Fire crews issue cooking alert 


FIRE crews have reminded residents not to 
leave their cooking unattended - after being 
called to an oven fire in Banbury. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service were 
called at 8.45pm on Wednesday of last week 
to Edinburgh Way in the Bretch Hill area.

And it has invested £2m in 
manufacturing high performance Phantom 
metal detectors from the site to service its 
customers across the UK and Europe in the 
food and pharmaceutical sectors, in 
addition to an existing facility in Canada. 

MD Sarah Ketchin said: “The new 


production facility is an important milestone 
for the ongoing development of Fortress 
Technology, which up to now has solely 
concentrated on manufacture at its HQ in 
Canada and from a production unit in Brazil. 

“We look forward to further expansion 
both in the domestic market and overseas.” 


Fortress Technology was set up in 1999 
and its detectors are used to identify metal 
contamination in food and drug 
manufacturing. 

The Banbury plant will now manufacture 
up to 300 detectors a year ranging in price 
between £1,500 and £10,000.

New boss: No U-turn 


THERE will be no immediate back¬ 
tracking over the controversial pol¬ 
icy of changes to the district’s park¬ 
ing fees, a new council chief execu¬ 
tive has said. 

Cherwell District Council’s Sue 
Smith said the increase of lOp on 
hourly rates, evening fees and 
charges for blue badge holders 
would, however, be reviewed in the 
autumn. 

She said: “People will comment 
one way or another, and may vote 
with their feet and maybe go some¬ 
where else.” 

Mrs Smith said: “There will be a 
review, but to review something you 
have to let it operate. 

“We are not the first council in 
the country to charge blue badge 
holders and won’t be the last. 

“It’s all about juggling finances 
and lots of tough decisions have to

be made. The council grant has 
gone down, and next year it will 
drop further and inflation is going 
up. 

“The only way we can reduce the 
impact, to off-set the gap, is raise 
charges or raise council tax.” 

She acknowledged it had been 
“difficult” to make sure all were 
aware of the charges, a move which 
has seen some caught out with 
fines. 

Mrs Smith, who started the 
£125,000-a-year post a fortnight ago, 
is the first to share to share the job 
with neighbouring South 
Northants District Council.

Council, Leicestershire, for six 
years. 

A management shake-up is 
expected to be announced shortly in 
Cherwell and the Conservative-run 
council is having to save £2.7m this 


year after a cut in Government cash 
support. 

This has seen changes, including 
charging OAPs for bulky waste col¬ 
lection, axing floral displays and 
cuts to grants for elderly people’s 


groups. Sharing managers with 
Northants will save £lm. 

Mrs Smith, 54, who has worked in 
local government for 31 years, after 
starting off as a recreation assis¬ 
tant, said: “It’s a challenge. 

“I treat it as if I’ve got three jobs 
at the moment; two councils - 
which are different and distinct and 
wish to remain so - and the extra 
job of bringing two management 
teams together to form one and 
looking for other efficiency oppor¬ 
tunities that arise from that.”

New style of drug 
trials give hope to 
cancer victims 


AN Oxfordshire hospital will 
soon have access to millions 
of pounds worth of new 
drugs for patients living in 
throughout county. 

The Churchill Hospital, 
Oxford, has been named one 
of just 13 centres in a 
national clinical trial, set up 
by the charity Leukaemia 
and Lymphoma Research. 

It is hoped the initiative, 
which was launched in 
response to poor survival 
rates for many types of 
leukaemia, lymphoma and 
myeloma, will signal new 
hope for local cancer 
patients. 

Dr Paresh Vyas, consultant 
haematologist at the Oxford 
Radcliffe Hospitals NHS 
Trust, is also leukaemia and 
lymphoma research clinical 
trials co-ordinator for the 
area. 

He said: “Being part of this 
clinical trials network will 
give blood cancer patients in 
Oxfordshire access to life¬ 
saving drugs and treatments. 

“It offers hope to those 
patients who do not respond 
to current treatments.” 

The first trials are 
expected to be entered into 
the network by the end of the 
year. 

The Oxford Cancer and 
Haematology Centre at the 


Churchill will be allocated a 
trials manager, who will 
identify patients who are not 
responding to their existing 
treatments. 

They will also deal with 
the paperwork associated 
with setting up clinical trials. 

According to figures 
released by the charity, blood 
cancers are the most 
common cause of cancer 
deaths in the under 35s. 

Statistics show that over 
12,000 people are dying of 
blood cancers each year, 
around 120 of whom are from 
Oxfordshire. 

According to the charity, 
because there are so many 
different blood cancers, it has 
often been seen as 
uneconomical to develop 
drugs for the rarer types. 

When new drugs do 
become available, clinical 
trials are often not set up 
because it is difficult to 
recruit enough patients at a 
single hospital to make them 
workable. 

But because trials will be 
linked to other hospitals in 
the new national network, 
individual patients with rare 
blood cancers will now be 
able to be treated with new 
drugs in Oxford, rather than 
having to travel to get on a 
clinical trial suited to them.

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Big Po bounces back in 3D 



RUNG FU PANDA 2 (PG, 90mins)

P repare for the return of 

awesomeness in Jennifer Yuh 
Nelson’s energetic martial 
arts comedy which kicks 
computer-animated butt and comes 
close to matching the rumbustious 
fun of the 2008 original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel 
and Glenn Berger flashback to 
overweight panda Po’s tortured 
past is the inspiration for this tale 
of identity and retribution, taking 
the story into far darker territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a 
generous smattering of belly 
laughs and the visuals are 
gorgeous and colourful, notably in 


the frenetic set pieces which 
punctuate the narrative. 

The introduction of the 3D 
format almost warrants the 
additional ticket price, adding 
depth to the gorgeous rolling 
landscapes of ancient China 
replete with bamboo forests and 
ornate palaces. 

Younger audiences will get just 
as much fun though from the 
traditional 2D version without the 
discomfort or distraction of the 
plastic spectacles. 

Overweight panda Po (voiced by 
Black) is living his dream as an all¬ 
action bear, honing his skills under 
the watchful eye of mentor Shifu 
(Dustin Hoffman). 

However, he is haunted by 
fragmented memories, which 
eventually reveal how his father 
came to be a goose called Mr Ping 
(James Wong). 

It transpires that an evil peacock 
Lord Shen (Gary Oldman) is the 
cause of Po’s emotional wounds. 

Spurred on by a dire warning 


about pandas from an elderly 
soothsayer (Michelle Yeoh), Shen 
and his army of snarling wolves 
are on a collision course with Po, 
armed with a deadly weapon that 
could bring China to its knees. 

Thankfully, Po can always rely 
on The Furious Five - Crane 
(David Cross), Mantis (Seth 
Rogen), Monkey (Jackie Chan), 
Tigress (Angelina Jolie) and Viper 
(Lucy Liu) - to avert disaster. 

Rung Fu Panda 2 doesn’t quite 
soar to the dizzy heights of 
DreamWorks’ last animated 
feature, How To Train Your 
Dragon, but Yuh Nelson’s film 
plays to its strengths. 

The sequel relies heavily on 
Black to unleash his verbal 
fireworks and to continue sparking 
potential romance with Jolie’s 
kung fu kitty. 

Hoffman’s comic timing is 
impeccable and Oldman delivers 
his lines in suitably Machiavellian 
tones. 

The action sequences are bigger 


and more complex but still fall 
short of the intricacy of Pixar”s 
most recent pictures. 

Hopefully, DreamWorks 
Animation will have learned 


lessons about animated sequels 
from Shrek, which dazzled us in its 
original incarnation but became a 
creatively empty husk by 
yesteryear’s Shrek Forever After.

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Squeezing 
fun out of 
city travel 


J ust how small a car do 
you think you could 
squeeze into and still 
manage to juggle the 
demands of your 
everyday life? Most of us opt 
for a vehicle that can take 
everything we want to throw 
at it, be that people, luggage, 
camping or sports gear, and 
soak it up effortlessly. 

But as the recession bites 
even harder, many motorists 
are looking at how they can 
cut back and opt for a smaller, 
more fuel-efficient car. 

And you don’t get much 
more cost-effective, or cosier, 
than Peugeot’s cheapest 
model, the cuddly 107 city car. 

Despite its tiny wheelbase, 
this city nipper is a proper car, 
with five doors, four seats and 
a burbling, three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre engine. 

That peppy little power pot, 
which now meets Euro 5 emis¬ 
sions legislation, will deliver 
more than 60mpg, no road tax 
for the first year and the abili¬ 
ty to sprint along at motorway

speeds. And with wheels 
extended as far as they can go 
at each corner, the car has 
lively kart-like handling. 
Despite its compact size, the 
107 also scores highly in safety 
tests, having been awarded 
four EuroNCAP stars in the 
adult protection test and three 
stars for child protection. 

But it’s the use of internal 
space, which allows four peo¬ 
ple to be carried in comfort, 
that has proved a winner 
among buyers. Its success 
since its launch in 2005 has 
been nothing short of spectac¬ 
ular, with more than half a 
million now on the roads. 

The test model, in Urban 
trim, comes with electric front 
windows, side airbags and 
remote central door locking, 
and the choice of either five- 
speed manual or 2-Tronic (an 
electronically-controlled man¬ 
ual that operates as an auto¬ 
matic) transmission. 

Inside, the layout is simple, 


functional and well laid out. 

Tweaks to the design of the 
rear parcel shelf has been 
improved to allow better 
access to the slimline boot. 

If you want to manage a big 
weekly shop then you will 
need to flop down the split¬ 
folding rear seats. So on the 
one hand you can whizz 
around happily carrying four 
people, or you can carry two 
people and load up the rear 
like a small van. If you are 
feeling the pinch, squeezing 
into a 107 might just prove a 
cost-saving compromise.
